I cook and clean a mansion, and I 
personally like film and I spend alot of time with my girlfriend. 

£: Do you ever do gigs with metal bands or other styles of music be- 
sides hardcore? 

_A: We play an occasional show with a metal band , but mostly it's straig 
hardcore gigs. 

(£: Do you sometimes get the feeling that people come to your shows just 
to "thrash themselves silly" and kinda lose interest when you (god.

(J.: How's the present H/C scene in Holland? 

A_: The H/C scene in Holland is doing quite well, lots of good bands, 
clubs and fanzines. The Dutch scene is very independent/self man- 
aged .all bands release their own vinyl and most H/C clubs here 
like the Vanhall ,Chi-Chi club.V.H.C. Venlo, Kippenhok ,Goud vishal . . 
etc. are nil run by bands and punks themselves (most of them are 
squats), the scene is very political and everything goes on a non- 
profit base, always low priced gigs, cheap records/ tapes/ t-shirts. . . 
etc. I think that on this point the dutch scene is one of the bet- 
ter and most honest scenes in the world... Some bands have split 
up lately:PANl)EHONIUM,BLOEBAD,NOC WATT, DISGUST, STANX, DEADLOCK etc.. 
that's sad but there are still lots of great H/C and thrash bands 
left like:B.G.K. , NEUR00T,G#TEFIX , W.C. F. .LAITZ .FUNERAL ORATION .LASM 
(HA HA), ROYAL VOMIT, M. B. P. .AMPAACHEN .TOTAL VERLEPT.NO PXGS.B.T.D., 
HISTERIA.MAD RATS, LOUD WARNING, etc. Most of them play fast H/C or 
thrash, if you can, check era' out!

that * s really alot and we' ve done about 30 or so gigs this year, 
(some in Belgium) so we don' t complain coz most bands don ' t get 
more than 10 gigs a year. The crowd reaction depends on where you 
play , in some places the crowd really gets wild , lots of slamming am 
stage diving, in other places people only stare or pogo a bit. Of 
course we like it when people enjoy themselves (IE. go crazy I ) , but 
you never know, some people like fast H/C, others don' t ! But most of 
the gigs we ' ve done in the past years were mostly good ,coz we like 
to play live, go wild on stage, put a lot of energy into the* music 
and of course say "our things" , coz our lyrics are also very impor- 
tant to us. 

Have you ever toured outside of Holland ? 

We toured Spain last year which was really great ,we also planned tc 
tour Italy but that was cancelled coz our van broke down in Spain . 
We've not toured Belgium but we played there many times!! This year 
we have plans to tour the UK and Denmark or Germany and maybe , j ust 
maybe the USA, but that depends on lots of things, we really want to 
but most European bands like IN9IGESTI.CCM, BGK , NO ALLEGIANCE came 
back with little or great losses of money , some had even lost $2000- 
$5000, .. .well that's something we can't do, we are not rich!! 

Do you have any "skin" problems at gigs in Holland ? 
There were "skin" problems about 2/3 " years ago (when oi music was 
at its peak) but now the skins are really a very, very small group 
who don't come to gigs anymore. .. .but as I said a few years back 
there was a skin problem with lots of violence and fights. . .most 
skins those days were nazi ' s, they just came to gigs for a fight!! 
First the punks didn ' t do much to stop the skin terrorizing but 
later on lots of punks and bands saw that we had to fight back if 
we wanted to stop violence and it did work coz the skins saw that 
we had enough of them ,we fought back and we won. So if you have a 
"skin" problem unite and fight back, I know violence isn't really 
the answer but in this case it worked , you gotta defend yourself 
and save the scene!! 

Do you often get comparisons with early D.R.I, in your homeland 
like you do in America ? 
k\ Well not really , because we were quite known here before D.R.I, got 
famous here so most people think we were first, not D.R.I. But on 
the other hand it 's true that we often get compared with D.R.I, 
though I think D.R.I, are musically alot better than us, we are more 
chaotic/noisier!! In that way we sound more like STARK RAVING MAD 
(Great band!!). We really respect D. R.I . .especially their first LP 
was heaven to us, so fuckin' great! We do not like their newer style 
so much as their old ! It's a pity that they put so much metal into 
t heir music, we prefer the f ast , extreme ^hort thrash !!!!( Surprise EH?
